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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action for serial number 10/702339, entitled Modular Room 
System and Method, filed on November 6, 2003. 

Election/Restrictions 

A telephone call was made to Mr. Michael Stern on March 3, 2005 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made at that time. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-18, 28-45 and 55-69, drawn to a modular room upright 
assembly, classified in class 52, subclass 79.1. 

II. Claims 19-23 and 46-48, drawn to an anchor plate, classified in class 52, 
subclass 474. 

III. Claims 24-27, 70-74 and 79-90, drawn to an overhead truss, classified in 
class 52, subclass 634. 

IV. Claims 49-52 and 75-78, drawn to a wall assembly, classified in class 52, 
subclass 578. 

V. Claims 91-96, drawn to a product storage and display system, classified in 
class 52, subclass 36.1. 
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Inventions I and II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 
808.01). In the instant case the different inventions a modular room upright assembly 
does not require the need of an anchor plate or a overhead truss. The modular room 
assembly could be connected by tongue and groove means and could have a ceiling or 
flat roof instead of an over head truss. 

Inventions I and IV are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the modular room upright 
assembly of Invention I does not necessarily have to comprise the wall assembly of 
Invention IV. The subcombination has separate utility such as the wall assembly of 
Invention IV can be used as a partition to create a portable wall, and the modular room 
assembly can be used with walls that are quick knock-down walls that incorporate 
framing of studs, insulation and drywall. 

Inventions I and V are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
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806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the modular room upright 
assembly of Invention I does not have to be used with a product storage and display 
system of Invention V. The subcombination has separate utility such as the product 
storage and display system could be a single upright unit with one stand and not 
necessarily a complete modular room as within the Invention I. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
